Henry Brunner, 63 years old. an internationalbanker, died of pneumonia yes-
terday in the Itanium canirorium. am

lie was born in Switzerland and came

to the United States when fourteen
years old. He entered the hanking businessin Cincinnati and later moved to
California, where he organized and controlleda total of nineteen hanking in-
stitutlons. among them being the AngloFrenchHank in San Francisco.
Mr. Brunner then went to France and

founded the French-American Bank in
Paris. I-lc was decorated by the French
Government as a Chevalier of the LegionD'Honneur for this work and was

made a Knight of the Crown of Itnly by
King Victor Emmanuel for founding a

bank for Catholics in Italy. He also
was decorated by the Spanish crown for
writing the present agricultural laws of
that country. Tie has been credited
with the writing of part of the American
Federal Reserve act.
